May 30— Memorial Day of 1987/— will be known hereafter as Chicago’s Bloody Sun- 
day. 0 

Five strikers lay dead today, in the Illinois metropolis. Five new graves are being 
dug— additions to those more than two-score graves which the Steel Trust callously 
created in 1919. Five new martyrs have paid with their lives for their loyalty to the la- 
bor movement. 

And more than 100 men and women are seriously injured from the gunfire of Chi- 
cago’s cops. 

What were these men and women doing? With hundreds of their fellow-strikers, 
they were marching peacefully through South Chicago’s streets on Sunday afternoon. 
They were asserting their American rights to assemble, to strike and to picket. Without 
warning, they were greeted by the murderous gunfire of the police. South Chicago's 
streets were changed into a scene of carnage. 

The voices of the dead are silent. They cannot speak. But over their still, stiff | 
bodies—marked by the bullets of .the Kelly-Nash machine—thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of Americans will bitterly demand:

The Mexican Background 
No, it isn’t so easy to lift a whole people out of the dark depths 


of an ancient feudalism in one night. 


Mexico has had something of the same social background as czarist 
Russia, and the difficulties in the way of Mexican reform make one 
understand more clearly what a tremendous piece of work the Russian 
‘Bolsheviks had to face. 

In the old Russia it was considered a political crime to teach read- 
ing and writing to the peasants. Thousands of fine young idealists 
went out to the villages and broke this law, paying with their lives 


and freedom for their daring. 


Here in Mexico, the rural teachers have assumed this great task 
of national enlightenment. They have gone out into all the dark 
places, where in isolation, each man or woman has tried to lift up a 
whole community from the middle ages. 

Many of them have been murdered by gangsters of the landowners 
and the church. A favorite stunt seems to be cutting off the ears of - 
such a teacher, and turning him or her loose after a fatal flogging. 
Over a year ago, all Mexico was stirred by the account of one such 
teacher, a girl. A gang of fifty reactionaries attacked her while she 
was teaching her children in the little village school. They fired at 
her through the window and surrounded the school. 

She dismissed the children, and single-handed, with only a rifle, 
she stood off the reactionaries for several hours, until the armed 
ants arrived to aid her. Every rural teacher here has dozens of 
stories to tell one. They are the bravest forces in this struggle of 
great people toward the light. And it is significant that most Me 
teachers are Communists or Oommunist sympathizers.
